Faculty Members 
Confer With Navy 

• DEAN JAMES H. FOX and Mr. 
Ruffner of the School of Educa- 
tion staff will be at Great Lakes, 
Illinois, during a training confer^ 
ence for oHicers of Naval Service 
Schools, from April 17 to May 1. 
They will be participating in a 
similar conference at San Diego 
from May 31 to June 12. 

These are the second sessions 
scheduled at these locations under 
the Navy training program. 


• ALL UNIVERSITY students and 
faculty members are invited to 
participate in the Washington 
Chest X-ray Survey which will be 
conducted on the campus April 26 
through 30. according to John R. 
Buslck of the Public Relations De- 
partment. 

This service, free of charge, Is 
being sponsdred by the District of 
Columbia Health Department. U. S. 
Public Health Service, and the D. 
C. Tuberculosis Association. 

It is planned that each of the 
University’s 1.30 student organiza- 
tions will form a committee to en- 
courage participation In this proj- 
•ot. Those committees will sup- 
ply University students with cards 
to be lilted out prior to the date 
set for the campus survey. The 
cards will enable participants to 
receive reports of X-rays and will 
also speed the service so that it 
will only take a half minute’s time 
for each individual to ‘receive his 
X-ray. If the cards are filled out 
at the Uni'' of the X-ray, it Is esti- 
mated tint it will still take only 
three minides to complete each 
check-up. It Is only necessary for 
the student to remove outer coats 
and jack'‘l.s and any metal object 
In the shtrt pocket, step up to the 
machine, ard take a deep breath, 
as the picture is made! 

The sjud'‘nt should receive a re- 
port wi'^hin fw'o or three weeks, ft 
Is stated thit about 98 out of 100 
persons will be notified that the 
X-rays shov. s no tuberculosis. The 
remaining: two Will be asked 
have a s.'cond X-ray because the 
first one discloses something that 
requires further study. 

If the student has had a dhesi 
3t-ray since January 1. it is not 
nacessary 1o have another at this 
time, though it Is a saU'guard to 
have tht^ ('one at least once a 
year, stales the District of Colum- 
bia Tub^'iculosls Association. 1'u- 
berculosis is not Inherited; it Is a 
communi('nble disease and there 
are no warning signals In the early 
stages when it can bp most quickly 
and easily cured. The student will, 
therefore, be wise to take advan- 
tage of the University survey 
which has been provided for by the 
Survey's School and College Com- 
mittee. Youj will also make possi- 
ble a complete picture of the tuber- 
culosis problem In the District at 
this time Which Is Important in 
planning a satisfactory tubcrcuto- 
■It control program. 


Book Describes 
Navy Nurses 
Diefefics Class 


• “F6oD FOR The Navy,** a 22- 
page booklet describing the Uni- 
versity’s training program in di- 
etetics for Navy nurses, has just 
been issued by the University. 

The booklet describes the be- 
ginning of classes in 1934, when 
the Navy Department determined 
that nurses acquainted with Navy 
routine and with nursing would be 
doubly useful on overseas and shore 
duty if ( 4 ;iven additional training 
in dietetics. 

Courses were held every olher 
year at ttt si, for eight to ten Navy 
nurses, but afler 1940 they were 
offered, with classes containing as 
many as 30 studeals. Under the 
auspices of the University Home 
Economics department, nurse.s com- 
plet^g the full year of training 
received 32 college cjt-edits. 

Included In the curriculum were 
chemistry, physiology, foods, nutri- 
tion, meal planning.^marketing. diet 
therapy, insiitutior^al manag(*menl, 
food sanitation, quantity cooking, 
and diet preparation. 

During the war, giaduale.s of the. 
course served afloat and ashore in 
every theater of operations. Two 
of them losl their lives In the line 
of duty, and one was taken pris- 
oner of war. Olherji received dec- 
orations for their local service. One 
graduate.

/Full-time Vets 
Should Receive 
Subsistence Boost 

• MOST VETERANS attending 
school full-time under the G. I. 
Bill will find increases ^n the lub- 
tistence check they receive on or 
about May 1. the Veterans Admin- 
istration’s Washington Regions! 
Office reported today. 

Subsistence allowances will be 
raised automatically from 965 to 
375 for veterans without depend- 
ents and from |90 to 3105 for those 
with dependents. Where an ex- 
serviceman has more than one de- 
pendent and has furnished the VA 
with proof of additional depend- 
ency. his allowance will be boosted 
from 1105 to $120. 

The Increases are still subject 
to the ceilings of combined wages 
and subsistence of $175 for single 
veterans and $200 for veterans with 
dependents. 

If proof of additional dependency 
is furnished the VA on or before 
July 1, the Increases to $120 will be 
retroactive to April 1. If filed 
after July 1, the raise will date 
from the day of filing. Where proof 
Is filed on or before this deadUne, 
a lump sum covering any retro- 
active payments will be included 
In the first monthly check after 
the veteran’s papers have been 
processed. Subsequently the vet- 
eran will draw $120 a month. 

Proof of dependency, photostats 
or certified copies of the birth cer- 
tificates of dependent children, 
should be forwarded to the Vet- 
erans Administration's Washington 
Regional Office. 1825 T Street. NW. 
In the case of dependent parents, 
evidence of actual dependency must 
be submitted. 

Veterans should make sure that 
each piece of evidence is fully 
identified with the Individual’s full 
name, correct address, VA “C* 
number, and the • name of the 
school. 

Veterans studying under PuMe 
Law 16 will not have to furnish VA 
any proof of additional dependency, 
since necessary evidence Is already 
on file.

• MENACE OF SOVIET Russia 
was the sole point on which agree- 
ment was reached at the Current 
Affairs Club's forum discussion, 
"Should Congress Enact the Draft 
and -UMT?’’ last Wednesday night 
In the Hall of Government. 

Differing widely on methods to 
meet this menace were the speak- 
ers of the evening, Edward F. 
Hall, a news editor of the U. 8. 
Newa-World Report Magazine, and 
Brigadier General H. C. Holdridge, 
U. S. A., retired. 

Mr. Hall, speaking In favor of 
the proposed legislation, declared, 
"Our International responsibilities 
are beyond our present capabilities 
to fulfill them." He affirmed the 
leading view of supporters of a 
strong military force that the 
draft must be considered no more 
than a temporary measure to be 
used until UMT can be made our 
major aource of trained service- 
men. 

General Holdridge’s argument 
centered around the theme that no 
amount of "doughboy army" pre- 
paredness will help in the next 
war, which he prophesied would 
be abort and devastating. He ex- 
pressed lack of confidence in our 
present military leaders, and plead- 
ed that avoiding war Is the only 
solution. Professor Henlgan, of the 
University's speech department, 
acted as moderator of the forum. 

Following the talks and the ques- 
tion period. Fritz Kahn, president 
of the club, received the following 
nominations fer club offices during 
the academic year 1648-1949: presi- 
dent.

Many students are surprised to 
find how many fields of specializa- 
tion are offered at the University; 
for instance, the medical school is 
approved and is accredited by the 
American Medical Association for 
training for four to six laboratory 
technicians at a time. Others are 
surprised to learn that many of the 
newspapers and news services in 
the city prefer Liberal Arts gradu- 
ates. with a major in English and 
reporting, to graduates of Journa- 
lism schools. 

The University is one of the best 
schools In the country to major in 
patent law which requires a pre- 
law major in engineering or one of 
the physical sciences. The Depart- 
ment of Psychology and the School 
of Government have a national rep- 
utation for preparing people for 
phychometrics and personnel work. 
The School of Education offers 
many opportunities for specializa- 
tion which cannot be outlined in 
the general catalogue. The coun- 
sellors at the Center, as well as 
your department heads, can outline 
a host of other fields of specializa- 
tion, in case you are interested in 
a particular field. 

The center encourages students 
to come in and look at the material, 
but it does not have the facilities 
to check out occupational and edu- 
cational information. In case you 
are unable to locate Information 
here, the counselor will refer you 
to the large number of special labo- 
ratories, professional, and trade 
agencies that have the Information 
which you may desire. 


(Contliiuod from Page 1) 
tee therefore recommended to the 
Student Council that action be 
taken which would permit Cant- 
well’s catidldacy. 

Lew Hoffacker, member of the 
Qualifications Committee and A> 
tivities Director of the Student 
Council, presented the recommen- 
dation to the Student Council Fri- 
day, April 19. Cantwell also ap- 
peared at the meeting. The Coun- 
cil passed the recommendation on 
the Student Life Committee wh<^ ■ 
decision was that Cantwell was 
not an eligible candidate. 

The Student Council met the 
next day, Saturday, still seeking a 
way to permit Cantwell to run. A 
compromise decision was arrived 
at. Cantwell was told that if he 
could secure 200 names on. a peti- 
tion, he could exercise the right 
of Initiative and referendum and 
run as a write-in candidate. He ob- 
tained 200 names, and it was an- 
nounced that Bill Cantwell was a 
candidate for president of the Stu- 
dent Council. 

The following Tuesday, the Stu- 
dent Life Committee met once 
more and decided that the use of 
the referendum to permit write-in 
candidacy of a man not otherwise 
qualified was illegal. If a candi- 
date was not qualified under Arti-^ 
cles IV and VIII, allowing his name 
to be written In on the ballot 
would in no way qualify him. 
Wishing to be certain of the inter- 
pretation of Article IX as applying 
to a candidate not otherwise quali- 
fied, the Student Life Committee 
went to Dean Oppenheim. Upon 
being advised by Dean Oppenheim 
that, in his opinion, Article IX was 
being misused. Dr. Jarman sent a 
letter to Fremont Jewell in which 
he advised Jewell of what Dean 
Oppenheim had said. Dr. Jarman 
then wrote a personal letter to Bill 
Cantwell, which said in part: 

“I regret sincerely that It is my 
difficult duty to notify you that you 
are not eligible to run for the pres- 
idency of the Student Council. I 
am sending you, therefore, a copy 
of the notice already .sent to Mr. 
Fremont Jewell. I hope you un- 
derstand that there is nothing per- 
sonal In this decision. Everyone 
with whom I talked thought high- 
ly of you. You merely do not meet 
the requirements as laid down oy 
the constitution of the Student

CouacU . . . Certainly no one Is 
penalizing in any way athletics at 
the George Washington University." 

Cantwell received this letter last 
Wednesday night but states that 
there was no copy of the notice to 
Jewell received. Acting upon the 
letter, he withdrew his candidacy. 

Upon receiving his letter from 
Dr. Jarman. Fremont Jewell acted 
Immediately in obtaining the vote 
of the Council and in rescinding 
Its previous action. He had an an> 
aouncement prepared in which he 
gave Dean Oppenhelm's opinion as 
the basis for the Cooncil action, 
and presented the opinion In the 
following way: 

The articles on Initiative and 
referendum refer only to legisla- 
thre action of an all-embracing na- 
ture and having to do with mat- 
ters affecting large groups of peo- 
ple In bringing about changes In 
policy and the constitution. 

The announcement also informed 
the students that Cantwell had 
withdrawn and gave notice that he 
would be reimbursed for his cam- 
paign expenses. 

Friday morning Bill Cantwell 
called upon Dr. Jarman to discuss 
the situation. Dr. Jarman took 
Cantwell to see Dr. Marvin. Caat- 
w^l states that Dr. Marvin said 
that he realized that changes have 
to be made and that he would ap- 
point Cantwell head of a commit- 
tee to recommend the changes to 
the Student Council. 

Members of the Student Council 
say that the only thing that could 
have prevented the events which 
have taken place this past week 
would have been for the Council to 
delay the election for a couple of 
weeks and revise the constitution 
to include sports as a major activi- 
ty. However, at the time the 
Council took action In permitting 
write-in votes, the referendum ap- 
peared to be an effective and much 
quicker way of permitting Cant* 
well’s candidacy. 

Council members say that it was 
not possible to foresee that their 
action would be considered a mis- 
use of Article IX, and by the time 
the announcement was made 
Thursday, elections were already 
being held; H was then too late for 
a revision to be made. The only 
thing to be done was for a new 
Student Council, recognizing there 
was a flaw in the constitution, to 
see that the flaw was corrected in 
order to prevent ocriirrencei of a 
like nature in the future.

Washington baseball circles is Joe Wapinsky, the Colonials’ number 
one catcher and man with the bat. * 

Although this is Joe’s first year with the G. W. baseball nine, 
his name is familiar to followers of the school’s '47 grid team on 
which Wapinsky played first 
string ball in the blocking back 
slot. After hanging up his 
shoulder pads and helmet at the 
close of the sea.son, Joe tried on 
the mask and mitt, and came out 
for Spring bascbail practice this 
year. 

Coach Zahn was Immediately Im- 
pressed with Wapinsky’s abilities 
at the plate, but couldn't decide 
where to use him defensively. He 
already had a tine receiver in Don 
Druckenmiller. Zahn tried him in 
right held for awhile during the 
early workouts; but when “Otts" 
decided to shift Druckenmiller to 
first base, Wapinsky moved behind 
the plate, a position with which he 
It far more familiar. 

Joe hails from St. Clair, Pennsyl- 
vania, where he caught a full four 
years of high school ball, batting 
over 300 his last two seasons. He 
came to G. W. on a football schol- 
arship after a stint in the service. 

Only 22 years old, Joe stands 5 
feet 9 Inches tall and weighs 1B5 
pounds. With his catcher’s gear 
on. he looks like a natural ip (he 
catching position, blocking every 
pitch in a large radius of the plate, 
his strong right arm always a 
nemesis to enemy base runners. 

But it is in the batter's box that 
Joe is gaining an even greatep rep- 
utation than his noted defensive 
ability.
